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PREFACE 


This  genealogical  history  of  Gordon  Thomp¬ 
son  and  wife,  Jane  Clemens  Thompson,  my 
father  and  mother,  was  undertaken  partly  at 
the  request  of  many  of  my  relatives,  but  largely 
on  my  own  initiative,  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
serving  for  this  and  succeeding  generations  of 
our  families  a  satisfactory  record  of  their  ances¬ 
try  and  descendants. 

This  history  has  been  many  months  in  prepa¬ 
ration  beyond  the  expectation  at  the  beginning 
of  the  effort.  It  has  been  necessary  to  write 
many  descendants  of  both  their  families  for 
information  as  to  the  names  of  parents  and 
children;  their  marriages  and  residences.  Many 
of  them  scattered  through  the  West  to  Califor¬ 
nia  and  through  the  East  to  the  seaboard. 

It  has  required  the  sifting  of  the  information 
received  to  recognize  and  distinguish  the  mere 
traditional  from  the  certainty  of  facts  obtained. 
This  has  been  accomplished  by  correspondence 
with  a  great  many  members  of  the  various 
families  under  consideration. 

Then  too,  it  has  required  a  great  deal  of  time 
in  research  work  in  the  Genealogy  departments 
of  the  public  libraries  of  different  cities  and 
states  to  establish  the  ancestry  of  both  families. 
This  has  been  quite  successful  to  a  satisfying 
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degree  as  to  the  Clemens  family,  and  only  a 
little  less  so  as  to  the  Thompson  family. 

Although  much  time  and  effort  have  been 
spent  on  the  preparation  of  the  book,  I  feel  that 
it  is  still  far  from  complete.  However,  I  have 
faith  to  believe  that  the  readers  will  realize  the 
magnitude  of  the  task  undertaken,  and  will 
appreciate  the  perplexing  difficulty  of  compil¬ 
ing  a  family  history  entirely  free  from  error. 

The  writer  owes  much  and  hereby  acknowl¬ 
edges  his  gratitude  to  the  many  friends  and 
relatives  who  have  aided  him  so  greatly  in  gath¬ 
ering  the  facts  and  data  appearing  in  this  family 
history.  Among  this  large  number  special 
mention  must  be  made  of  Minerva  Azelie 
Clemens  Love,  John  C.  Clemens,  Stella  Thomp¬ 
son  Wallace,  Thomas  and  Olive  V.  Gullett,  Celia 
King  Vaughn  Scott,  Henry  Pinkney  Sutherland, 
Mabel  Usrey,  Mrs.  Katie  Floyd  Flannery,  Theo¬ 
dore  McCoy,  James  DeWitt  Clemens,  Mamie  S.

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PERSONAL  TRIBUTE  TO  MY  WORTHY 
FATHER— GORDON  THOMPSON 

Born  and  bred  to  life  on  the  farm  in  Old 
Virginia,  Gordon  Thompson  was  voluntarily 
transplanted  to  the  same  life  in  Southern  Illinois. 
Illustrating  his  filial  regard  for  his  widowed 
mother,  who  was  left  with  her  fatherless  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  wilds  of  the  Southern  Illinois  forest, 
he  traversed  on  horseback,  the  intervening  ter¬ 
ritory — over  mountains,  through  valleys  and 
rugged  forests — between  his  home  in  South¬ 
western  Virginia  and  his  mother’s  home  in 
Southern  Illinois,  in  183  5-1836. 

Gordon  was  born  December  18,  1813,  the 
oldest  of  three  children  of  John  and  Isabelle 
Anderson  Thompson.  His  father  having  died 
when  Gordon  was  quite  young,  leaving  the 
widow  with  three  young  children,  his  mother 
placed  him,  the  oldest,  with  her  father  to  be 
reared  and  educated.  Becoming  of  age,  he  made 
the  trip  to  Illinois  with  but  one  thought  in  mind, 
to  visit  and  help  his  mother,  who  had  remarried 
and  gone  to  that  distant  state,  and  was  again 
widowed,  with  young  children  to  rear.  Upon 
reaching  her,  he  sold  his  faithful  horse  and  with 
the  proceeds  bought  for  her  a  tract  of  Govern¬ 
ment  land,  a  home  where  she  spent  the  remain¬ 
der  of  her  life.  *

After  providing  for  his  mother  he  expected 
to  return  to  his  Virginia  home,  but  failure  to 
collect  proceeds  of  a  crop  of  tobacco  which  he 
had  grown  and  shipped,  necessitated  his  staying 
another  year  in  Illinois.  By  this  time  he  recog¬ 
nized  the  possibilities  of  this  new  country,  cov¬ 
ered  by  fine  forests  of  timber  of  many  valuable 
varieties,  and  inhabited  by  deer,  wild  turkey  and 
many  kinds  of  small  game,  he  remained  here 
and  entered  successively  other  lands  from  the 
U.  S.  Government  aggregating  400  acres.  In 
the  meantime  he  met  comely  Jane  Clemens, 
daughter  of  Gershom  Clemens  of  Kentucky, 
and  made  her  his  wife,  a  most  happy  event  in 
the  lives  of  both  of  them.  Gordon  prospered, 
reduced  much  of  his  400  acre  farm  to  cultiva¬ 
tion,  and  engaged  in  live  stock  and  crop  farming 
with  other  farm  enterprises. 

Recognized  as  a  prominent  substantial  citizen 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  accept  the  office  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace;  but  as  it  was  not  to  his 
liking,  he  resigned  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
Office  and  gave  himself  to  aiding  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  school  and  church  and  other  community 
upbuilding.  Along  this  line  was  his  gift  of  five 
acres  of  his  farm  land  for  a  school  site  and  the 
construction  of  the  school  building  on  this  land, 
which  has  continued  as  the  district  school  to  this 
day,  and  continues  to  be  called  the  "Thompson 
School.”  Further  along  this  line,  he  furnished 
and  hauled  the  logs  from  his  farm  to  the  mill 
and  delivered  the  lumber  for  the  C.  P.  Church 
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known  as  the  Palestine  Church,  and  as  building 
trustee,  had  much  to  do  in  the  construction  of 
a  large,  commodious  neighborhood  church 
building. 

As  a  public  spirited  citizen,  he  with  three  or 
four  other  prominent  citizens,  interested  in 
agriculture  and  stock  raising  and  related  indus¬ 
tries,  organized  the  first  annual  agricultural  and 
stock  fair  association  in  his  home  county,  which 
association  has  continued  annual  fairs  to  this 
day;  and  for  many  years  he  was  a  patron  of  the 
fair  association,  exhibiting  from  time  to  time 
pure  bred  sheep,  mules  and  other  stock  and 
agricultural  products,  thus  contributing  to  the 
interest  and  success  of  the  fair. 

In  further  illustration  of  the  patrt  that  he 
played  in  the  development  of  the  pountry,  he, 
together  with  some  neighbors  and  other  promi¬ 
nent  men,  formed  an  Anti-HorserThief  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  order  to  combat  the  frequent  ravages 
of  horse  thieves  in  that  timber  country.  Later 
the  State  Legislature  passed  a  lawi  authorizing 
the  incorporation  of  such  associations  to  enforce 
the  law  against  that  character  of  crime,  which 
had  become  frequent  and  burdensome  to  the 
country. 

This  organization  spread  over  a  large  territory 
and  embraced  persons  of  high  standing  in  farm¬ 
ing  communities  and  cities.  Numerous  mem¬ 
bers  were  appointed  deputy  sheriffs,  and  by  a 
well  devised  plan  the  horse  thief  was  traced  and 
chased,  in  most  cases  the  property  being  recov- 
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ered  and  the  thieves  arrested  and  convicted. 
This  organization  continued  for  many  years, 
until  the  criminals  became  aware  that  the  terri¬ 
tory  where  an  Anti-Horse-Thief  Association 
existed  was  not  a  healthy  place  for  the  horse 
thief. 

The  long  life  of  Gordon  Thompson  in  the 
community  where  he  was  well  known  by  the 
public  generally,  who  familiarly  called  him 
“Uncle  Gord,”  was  characterized  by  loyalty  to 
his  country,  integrity  and  fair  dealing  among 
his  fellow  men,  which  endeared  him  to  all  the 
people;  finally  he  was  stricken  with  pneumonia 
and  passed  on  at  the  age  of  a  little  more  than 
78  years,  revered  by  his  family,  honored  and 
respected  and  loved  by  all  his  neighbors  and 
friends. 
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THE  THOMPSON  ANCESTRY 


Family  History  of  the  Family  of  Gordon 

Thompson  and  his  Wife,  Jane  Clemens 
Thompson — Compiled  by  Their 
Youngest  Son,  David  Gordon 
Thompson 

At  the  outset  may  I  say  that  this  family  his¬ 
tory  is  not  complete,  but  includes  such  data  as 
I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  the  available 
sources  at  my  command. 

In  the  history  of  Virginia  the  families  of  the 
name  of  Thompson  have  been  numerous  since 
its  earliest  settlement.  Of  the  various  families 
of  Thompsons,  some  of  them  immigrated  from 
Ireland,  some  of  them  from  Scotland  and  some 
from  England  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  trace  each 
family  through  the  colonial  period  to  its  foun¬ 
tain  head.  We  find  from  the  history  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  that  the  Thompson  families  from  each  of 
these  sources  have  spread  throughout  the  State 
of  Virginia  and  also  into  other  states,  especially 
Alabama,  Tennessee,  Kentucky  and  various  of 
the  other  Southern  States  as  well  as  some  of  the 
Western  and  Northern  States,  and  also  into  what 
is  now  known  as  West  Virginia.  (Martin’s 
History  of  West  Virginia .) 

One  of  the  Thompson  heads,  Rev.  John 
Thompson,  a  Presbyterian  Minister  of  colonial

days,  came  from  Bantry  Bay  or  from  County 
Down,  Ireland,  in  1715.  He  was  twice  married 
and  had  the  following  children: 

1.  Rev.  Samuel  Thompson,  also  a  Presby¬ 
terian  Minister. 

2.  Sarah  Thompson,  who  married  Rev.  Rich¬ 
ard  Sanchey. 

3.  Elizabeth  Thompson,  married  and  moved 
to  Center,  North  Carolina. 

4.  Esther  Thompson,  married  Samuel  Crocket, 
also  born  in  Bantry  Bay,  Ireland,  1766,  who  lived 
in  what  is  now  the  Eastern  part  of  Wythe 
County,  Virginia;  Crocket  having  died,  she 
married  William  Sayers  of  that  territory;  from 
which  family  numerous  descendants  of  the 
Thompson’s  and  allied  names  spread  over  South¬ 
western  Virginia.  Some  of  these  were  soldiers 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  many  of  whom 
received  grants  of  land  for  their  services  in  the 
Army. 

Another  family  of  Thompsons  immigrated  to 
Eastern  Virginia  from  Scotland.  The  name  of 
this  ancestor  was  Jesse  Thompson.  He  came  to 
Virginia  in  1771  and  acquired  a  large  tract  of 
land  from  Lord  Fairfax  in  "Manor  of  Leeds.” 
Jesse  and  his  wife  had  eleven  children,  and  by 
his  will  he  divided  a  large  amount  of  real  and 
personal  property  among  them.  The  history  of 
this  family,  page  146  of  Vol.  5,  History  of  Vir¬ 
ginia ,  contains  this  statement:  "Sterling  patriot¬ 
ism  has  been  a  predominant  characteristic  of  the 
Thompson  Family  in  all  generations.”

In  163  5  William  Thompson,  age  22,  came  to 
America  from  England  in  the  ship  "George” 
and  Edward  Thompson,  age  24,  came  in  the  ship 
known  as  the  "Transport.”  Both  these  were 
heads  of  families  of  Thompsons  spreading  over 
parts  of  Virginia,  and  their  descendants  migrated 
to  Alabama  in  the  settlement  of  that  state,  as 
stated  on  page  469  of  Early  Settlements  of 
Alabama,  Part  1. 

In  an  attempt  to  establish  accurately  the 
ancestry  of  my  father,  Gordon  Thompson,  we 
are  met  with  the  complexity  of  the  various 
families  of  Thompson,  and,  therefore,  I  have 
been  unable  so  far  to  indicate  definitely  his  early 
ancestry.  However,  I  am  inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  the  John  Thompson,  late  from 
Ireland  as  before  mentioned,  is  his  most  likely 
ancestor. 

Gordon  Thompson  was  born  in  (Wythe) 
Giles  County,  Virginia,  December  18,  1813 — 
his  father,  John  Thompson,  died  when  Gordon 
was  quite  young;  and  his  mother,  Isabelle,  being 
left  with  three  young  children,  placed  Gordon, 
her  oldest,  with  her  father,  Jacob  Anderson,  a 
planter,  of  the  same  state,  to  rear  and  educate. 
When  Gordon  became  of  age,  his  grandfather 
gave  him  a  horse,  saddle,  and  bridle,  suit  of 
clothes  (the  common  award  in  such  cases),  and 
some  money;  and  he  on  horseback  traversed  the 
intervening  wilderness  from  Virginia  to  Pope 
County,  Illinois,  settling  on  government  land; 
in  the  meantime  his  mother  was  again  widowed 
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and  to  insure  her  a  home  he  sold  his  horse  and 
with  its  proceeds  entered  from  the  government 
the  land  on  which  she  was  living,  expecting  to 
return  to  his  Virginia  home. 

He  cleared  some  land  of  timber  and  raised  a 
crop  of  tobacco,  marketed  it  in  New  Orleans 
by  flat  boat  on  the  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi 
Rivers,  then  the  only  means  of  freight  transpor¬ 
tation;  but  the  consignee  became  bankrupt,  and 
Gordon  did  not  receive  any  compensation  for 
his  crop  of  tobacco.  Becoming  better  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  country,  he  cleared  more  land 
and  planted  another  crop.  In  the  meantime  he 
met  my  mother,  Jane  Clemens,  born  December 
6,  1813,  a  goodly  young  woman,  and  married 
her  on  December  24,  1839.  He  settled  on  land 
adjoining  his  mother’s,  built  a  log  house  for  a 
home,  and  thus  in  time  founded  a  large  farm  of 
400  acres,  where  he  prospered  and  raised  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  seven  children  to  maturity,  three  sons  and 
four  daughters. 

The  beloved  wife  and  mother,  Jane  Clemens 
Thompson,  was  frail  and  weakened  by  an  attack 
of  the  dreadful  disease,  smallpox,  contracted 
from  nursing  a  furloughed  sick  soldier  from  the 
army  who  stopped  at  her  hospitable  home.  She 
recovered  from  this  disease,  but  in  a  few  weeks 
succumbed  to  the  more  dreaded  disease  of  typhoid 
fever,  and  so  passed  from  this  life  into  the 
Christians’  home  above  on  November  8,  1862,  a 
most  lovable,  patient,  self-sacrificing  Christian 
wife  and  mother  and  a  friend  of  all.  Later 
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Gordon  married  on  December  21,  1864,  Louisa 
J.  Williams,  born  November  18,  1826,  who 
proved  a  good,  faithful  stepmother  to  the 
orphaned  children  of  the  first  wife,  and  she 
obtained  and  held  the  love  of  the  children  and 
the  whole  community;  she  had  no  children. 

Gordon  Thompson  passed  away  January  28, 
1892,  on  his  farm  where  he  had  lived  since  com¬ 
ing  to  Illinois  and  was  buried  at  the  family 
graveyard  on  his  own  farm  by  the  side  of  his 
wife  Jane;  and  later  Louisa,  the  second  wife,  was 
buried  in  the  same  burying  ground,  she  having 
died  on  the  same  farm  in  1907,  also  a  noble, 
faithful,  good  woman.

PERSONAL  TRIBUTE  TO  MY  MOTHER— 
;  JANE  CLEMENS  THOMPSON 

My  mother,  Jane  Clemens  Thompson,  was 
born  in  Old  Kentucky,  December  5th,  1813, 
and  grew  to  womanhood  there.  Her  older 
sister,  Elizabeth,  had  married  James  King  and 
settled  on  a  farm  two  miles  north  of  Golconda, 
Pope  County,  Illinois;  and  my  mother  in  all 
probability  was  staying  with  her  older  sister  dur¬ 
ing  her  problems  with  a  growing  family;  and 
while  there,  most  probably  met  the  young  Vir¬ 
ginian,  Gordon  Thompson,  and  thereby  began  a 
romance  resulting  in  their  marriage  on  December 
24,  1839.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
Gordon  and  the  Kings  entered  jointly  from  the 
Government  a  tract  of  land  lying  between  their 
farms,  and  divided  it  between  them,  as  shown  by 
the  record  title  of  the  land,  with  which  I  was 
familiar. 

After  their  marriage,  Gordon  and  Jane  settled 
on  land  adjoining  his  mother’s,  living  in  a  log 
house  for  many  years,  during  which  time  she  was 
a  diligent  housekeeper,  and  in  the  fourteen  years 
following  their  marriage  she  became  the  mother 
of  eight  children,  all  growing  to  maturity  except 
the  last  baby,  which  died  in  infancy. 

She  was  not  only  a  faithful  housekeeper,  wife, 
and  mother,  but  was  a  leader  in  church,  school 
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and  community  upbuilding.  She  was  grounded 
in  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church  of  which  she  was  a  de¬ 
voted  member.  Her  oldest  son,  James  Clemens 
Thompson,  became  a  minister  of  that  church. 
She  sang  the  songs  of  praise  and  thanksgiving, 
of  cheer  and  hope,  and  led  her  children  to  love 
music  and  song;  and  her  home  became  the  com¬ 
munity  center  for  gatherings  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  in  happy,  elevating  social  life.  My  mother 
was  most  noted,  perhaps,  for  her  patient,  self- 
sacrificing  life  in  the  home  and  community,  ever 
ready  to  care  for  her  loved  ones  and  all  who  came 
to  her  in  need. 

The  manifold  burdens  and  responsibilities  rest¬ 
ing  on  the  farm  wife  on  a  large,  rapidly  develop¬ 
ing  grain  and  stock  farm,  were  overtaxing  and 
exhausting,  though  she  met  every  responsibility 
with  equanimity  and  cheerfulness. 

As  the  delicate  period  of  life  came  on,  and  the 
growing  responsibility  of  motherhood  seemed  to 
sap  her  waning  strength,  she  was  attacked  by  a 
wasting  disease  which  cut  short  her  useful  and 
noble  life,  leaving  sorrowing  her  family  and  the 
community.

THE  CLEMENS  GENEALOGY 
(CLEMENS— CLEMENT) 

The  word  Clemens  means  kind,  amiable,  pleas¬ 
ant,  gentle,  "merciful,  compassionate,  lenient” 
— this  name  is  historic;  it  comes  from  the  Latin 
adjective  clemens.  Clemens  Romanus  was,  ac¬ 
cording  to  historians,  the  second  or  the  third 
Pope  of  Rome;  he  was  called  Romanus  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  him  from  Clemens  of  Alexandria;  both 
were  early  fathers  of  the  church.  Flavius  Clem¬ 
ens  was  a  cousin  of  the  Emperor  Domitian  and 
was  put  to  death,  the  first  male  martyr  in  Rome. 
His  niece,  Domatella  Clemens,  was  the  first 
female  martyr  in  Rome.  Julius  Clemens  was 
lieutenant  under  Caesar  in  his  invasion  of  Great 
Britain.  Such  was  the  origin  and  early  history 
of  the  family  name. 
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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  CLEMENS  FAMILY 
—ANCESTOR  OF  MY  MOTHER, 
JANE  CLEMENS  THOMPSON 

The  investigation  necessary  to  discover  and 
set  down  the  early  ancestry  of  the  Clemens  fam¬ 
ily  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  and  reliability 
has  been  one  of  absorbing  interest,  but  of  no  small 
magnitude.  To  trace  the  early  lineage  of  the 
branch  of  the  Clemens  line  from  which  my 
mother,  Jane  Clemens  Thompson,  sprung  has 
been  of  more  or  less  doubtful  certainty;  yet  the 
known  and  admitted  facts  so  unerringly  point 
to  the  known  English  family  and  its  migration 
to  America,  as  to  form  the  basis  of  fairly  correct 
judgment  as  to  Clemens  progenitors. 

I  hesitate  to  write  anything  in  this  genealogy 
which  differs  in  any  material  aspect  from  that 
written  by  our  distinguished  relative,  Samuel  L. 
Clemens — Mark  Twain;  but  Volumell  of  Gene¬ 
alogy  Magazine ,  found  in  the  City  Library  of 
Los  Angeles,  California,  and  in  St.  Louis,  Mis¬ 
souri,  City  Library,  says: 

"There  is  extant  a  manuscript  of  autobiog¬ 
raphy  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mark  Twain  and 
with  his  signature  appended  in  which  he  says  of 
his  ancestry:  'Born  in  Florida,  Missouri,  Novem¬ 
ber  30,  183  3,  a  son  of  John  Marshall  Clemens,  of 
Virginia  &  Jane  Lambton  of  Kentucky.  An

ancestor  (Joeffrey  Clement)  was  Ambassador  to 
Spain  under  Oliver  Cromwell,  Protectorate. 
Married  a  Spanish  wife  &  introduced  a  strain  of 
Spanish  blood  into  the  Clemens  stock  which 
shows  up  now  and  then  in  a  descendant  yet. 
(Clara  is  an  instance) .  This  Clemens  sat  as  one 
of  Charles  First’s  judges  in  the  trial  that  rendered 
the  death  sentence.’  ” 

Says  this  Magazine,  page  4,  ‘'Mark  Twain  was 
wrong  in  this  belief  that  he  was  a  descendant  of 
the  regicide  of  the  time  of  Charles,  as  the  facts 
will  show  later  on  in  this  narrative. 

"With  all  respect  to  the  surviving  'Clara’  of 
the  family,  this  chronicler  ventures  to  assert  that 
no  Spanish  blood  flows  in  her  artistic  veins. 
Mark  Twain  died  in  absolute  and  rather  pitiable 
ignorance  of  his  paternal  ancestry,  and  beyond 
the  name  of  his  father’s  father  he  could  not  go. 

"The  Joeffrey  Clement  of  which  Mark  Twain 
has  written  was  really  Gregory  Clement  of  Cov¬ 
entry,  England,  a  son  of  George  Clement  and  the 
widow,  Audrey  Denny  Haydon.  Gregory  was 
in  Parliament  in  1646,  and  thereafter,  was  ar¬ 
rested  26  May,  1660,  and  beheaded  in  the  Tower. 
And  what  of  his  descendants?  James  Clement, 
son  of  Gregory,  came  to  Long  Island,  in  1670 
with  his  wife,  Jane,  who  died,  and  he  married, 
second,  at  Westbury,  Long  Island,  Sarah  Field. 
He  died  in  Flushing,  24  May,  1724.  This  was 
the  ancestor  whom  so  many  Americans  of  the 
name  of  'Clemens’  and  'Clements’  look  upon  as 
their  progenitor. 
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"We  have  this  family  traced  from  James,  down 
to  the  last  descendant,  now  a  resident  of  St.  Louis, 
and  even  this  modern  Clement,  who  assumes  the 
spelling  Clemens,  claims  a  cousinship  to  Mark 
Twain.  The  original  Long  Island  James  Clement 
left  five  sons  who  moved  to  New  Jersey,  and 
thence  their  descendants  helped  populate  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  West  Virginia,  and  the  South  and  West. 
The  Wheeling  family  of  which  Sherred  Clemens, 
member  of  Congress,  was  called  Cousin  by  Mark 
Twain  himself,  and  the  St.  Louis  family,  whom 
Twain  visited,  were  all  from  the  Gregory  origin, 
but  most  happily,  Mark  Twain  never  belonged  to 
this  family.  His  ancestor  came  to  America  full 
half  a  century  before  Gregory  was  beheaded.” 

And  here  we  can  correct  some  history  and 
unfortunately  take  away  some  of  the  gloss  and 
gilt  that  covers  the  ever-worshipped  Pilgrim 
Fathers  of  Plymouth.  The  cradle  of  this  great 
republic  was  Jamestown,  where  four  thousand 
souls  were  congregated  before  the  first  landing  of 
the  historic  Mayflower.  John  Smith,  leader  of 
Virginia  Colony,  was  the  discoverer  of  New 
England  and  of  Plymouth,  and  it  was  he  who 
advised  the  Pilgrims  to  make  their  settlement 
there. 

And  the  first  gentlewoman  to  land  on  Amer¬ 
ican  soil  was  the  widow  Elizabeth  Clemens,  with 
her  three  sons  and  one  daughter  in  the  year  1611. 
And  her  son  Jeremiah  was  the  ancestor  of  Samuel 
L.  Clemens,  the  greatest  of  his  race  from  the 
standpoint  of  literary  achievement  and  popu- 
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larity.  Elizabeth  Clemens  lived  and  died  un¬ 
heralded  and  unsung,  while  the  Priscillas  and  the 
Thankfuls  and  the  Abigails  have  overflowed  our 
New  England  literature,  and  figure  in  the  school 
books  as  a  part  of  American  history. 

Visualize,  if  you  will,  the  begrimed  and  smoky 
London  of  the  year  1590,  where  Jeffrey  Clemens, 
small  factor  in  wools  and  linens,  had  his  little 
shop  far  down  in  one  of  the  narrow  lanes  of  the 
city.  A  short,  slight  young  man  ambitious  in 
trade,  whether  over  the  garden  wall  or  on  the 
highway,  young  Jeffrey  first  glimpsed  the  fair¬ 
haired  Elizabeth  Fuller,  we  can  but  conjecture. 
But  Elizabeth  was  a  young  dame  of  parts,  the 
daughter  of  a  merchant,  Cuthbert  Fuller,  whose 
brother  Nicholas  of  Chamberhouse,  Berks,  had 
been  knighted  by  the  King.  A  sister,  Elizabeth, 
had  married  a  title  and  was  Lady  Laughton.  The 
young  Elizabeth  was  an  only  child;  and  when  her 
father,  Cuthbert,  died,  at  once  she  was  the  ward 
and  favorite  of  her  uncle,  Sir  Nicholas  Fuller. 

Jeffrey  Clemens,  the  linen  factor,  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Fuller  were  married  in  a  chapel  under  the 
shadow  of  Bow  Bells  with  small  ceremony. 
Where  they  lived  as  newly-weds,  and  what  their 
station  in  the  ever-changing  social  life  of  London 
we  have  no  way  of  knowing.  We  do  know,  by 
the  parish  records,  that  on  7  November,  1604, 
their  first  child,  Thomas,  was  born  and  died  in 
less  than  a  year,  3  August,  1605.  Nicholas,  sec¬ 
ond  son,  was  born  7  December,  1606,  named 
after  Sir  Nicholas.  Then  came  Jeremiah,  the

direct  ancestor  of  Mark  Twain,  born  8  Novem¬ 
ber,  1607.  The  came  Ezekiel  in  1608  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  in  1609.  And  then  Jeffrey  Clemens,  father 
of  this  small  family,  fell  victim  of  a  prevailing 
epidemic  and  passed  on,  leaving  a  "chit”  of  a 
widow  and  four  babies,  the  youngest  only  a  few 
months  of  age. 

Jeffrey  left  his  widow  nothing  in  worldly 
goods.  Her  only  patrimony  was  a  few  shares  in 
the  Virginia  Company,  handed  over  by  her  father 
a  few  days  before  he  died.  The  shares  in  the 
problematic  "Eldorado”  in  the  New  World  were 
a  rainbow  to  the  widow,  and  nothing  else  offering 
so  much,  she  sought  passage  to  America  in  the 
"George,”  then  about  to  make  a  second  voyage 
to  Virginia  with  a  regiment  of  soldiers  under  the 
command  of  a  dashing  and  handsome  young 
officer,  Captain  Ralph  Hamer,  who  was  later  to 
become  a  giant  figure  in  the  colonial  history  of 
Virginia.  She  was  the  only  gentlewoman,  the 
only  passenger,  in  that  small  company,  setting 
sail  in  the  slight-tonned  barkentine,  with  only 
the  soldiers  for  company,  save  perhaps  a  few 
female  slavies  who  went  along  as  servants  for  the 
colonists  already  in  Jamestown.  Picture  the 
voyage  of  Elizabeth  with  her  boys  5,  4,  and  3 
years,  and  tiny  Elizabeth  of  a  few  months. 
Vizualize  the  long  and  tedious  sail,  with  these 
human  cares  and  burdens,  but  always  with  the 
hope  that  in  the  colony  her  rights  in  the  Virginia 
Company  would  compensate  for  the  fatigue  of 
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the  long  voyage  and  the  discomforts  she  shared 
with  her  little  ones. 

Thus,  with  the  arrival  upon  the  ship  "The 
George”  at  Jamestown,  in  1611,  Elizabeth  Clem¬ 
ens  set  foot  on  Virginia  soil,  the  first  of  her  name 
in  the  New  World.  Later  she  was  to  rear  her 
children  and  still  later  was  to  marry  again — to 
become  the  wife  of  the  dashing  Captain  Ralph 
Hamer. 

Jeremiah,  the  son  of  Jeffrey  Clemens  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Fuller  Clemens  and  an  ancestor  of  Mark 
Twain,  m.  Edy  in  James  City  County,  Virginia, 
in  1634.  His  son  Francis,  born  in  Surrey 
County,  was  the  father  of  a  second  Francis,  who 
m.  Elizabeth  Merriweather  and  who  died  in  1721. 
He  names  a  son  Benjamin  in  his  will.  Benjamin, 
who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Lynchburg,  m. 
Susannah  Hill  in  1736.  His  will  filed  in  the 
records  of  Campbell  County,  Virginia,  mentions 
also  Adam,  born  1738.

Adam,  second  son  of  Benjamin  and  great 
grandfather  of  Mark  Twain,  was  a  small  farmer 
in  Bedford  County;  m.  Agnes  Johnson,  January 
27,  1765. 

They  had  nine  children:  Adam  J.,  Samuel, 
Alexander,  William,  Johnson,  George,  Agnes, 
Sally,  and  Lucy.  All  are  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  Adam,  who  died  in  Campbell  County,  1811, 
excepting  Samuel,  grandfather  of  Mark  Twain. 
He  had  died  by  accident  in  1805  ;  hence  he  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  father. 

The  foregoing  statements  are  taken  from  an 
article  bearing  the  title:  ''The  Genesis”  of  Mark 
Twain,  in  Volume  11  of  Genealogy  Magazine , 
pages  17  to  20,  dated  April,  1923. 

There  has  come  to  my  attention  some  excerpts 
from  the  Mark  Twain  genealogical  history  now 
circulating  among  the  members  of  the  family 
in  various  parts  of  the  country,  from  which  are 
taken  the  following,  being  the  introductory 
lines  and  part  of  the  first  paragraph,  as  follows: 

"Sketched  from  the  following  sources:  In  a 
letter  from  Dr.  J.  M.  Clemens  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  to  Dr.  J.  N.  Clemens,  of  Carrsville, 
Kentucky,  quoting  facts  compiled  by  Samuel 
L.  Clemens  (Mark  Twain). 

"From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  your  (Dr.  J. 
N.  Clemens’)  grandfather,  Gershom  Clemens, 
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and  my  (Dr.  J.  M.  Clemens’)  grandfather, 
Samuel  Clemens,  were  brothers.  On  the  death 
of  my  grandfather,  who  was  killed  in  Virginia, 
as  you  state,  by  a  falling  log  at  a  house  raising, 
at  Point  Pleasant,  on  Kanawa  River,  my  grand¬ 
mother,  who  was  Pamelia  Goggin,  of  Virginia, 
with  two  sons,  Hannibal  (my  father)  and  John 
Marshall  (Mark  Twain’s)  Samuel  L.  Clemens’ 
father,  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Caro¬ 
lina,  came  to  Adrian  County,  Kentucky,  where 
she  married  Simon  Hancock,  who  lived  and  died 
near  Columbia,  Kentucky.” 

The  last  foregoing  paragraph  and  the  con¬ 
sensus  of  other  family  history  are  the  basis  for 
the  statement  that  "It  is  a  well  known  tradition 
accepted  and  relied  upon  by  the  Clemens  family 
(particularly  the  Mark  Twain  line)  that  Ger- 
shom  Clemens,  b.  March  22,  1766,  was  a  son  of 
Adam  Clemens,  who  was  the  great  grandfather 
of  Mark  Twain. 

The  name  of  Gershom  Clemens  is  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  Adam’s  will,  but  from  the  consensus 
of  family  history  and  tradition,  he  should  be 
listed  as  a  son  of  Adam  Clemens. 

Gershom  Clemens  came  from  Virginia  to 
Christian  County,  Kentucky,  m.  Jane  Usher, 
daughter  of  David  Usher,  prominent  Kentucky 
farmer,  b.  February  19,  177  5,  on  April  22,  1791; 
later  came  to  Livingston  County  and  settled  on 
an  island  later  known  as  "Rondeau’s  Island”  in 
the  Ohio  River  near  Golconda,  Illinois,  about  the 
year  1800,  and  raised  his  family  there. 
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This  island  is  near  the  ferry  landing  on  the 
Kentucky  side  of  the  Ohio  River,  giving  Ger- 
shom  easy  access  to  the  ferry  landing.  The 
land  adjoining  the  river  at  that  point  was  owned 
by  one  Pollard  of  Virginia,  and  he  gave  power 
of  attorney  to  Gershom  Clemens  to  look  after 
his  interests  in  this  land,  including  the  ferry 
franchise — which  shows  that  Gershom  was  a 
man  of  responsibility  and  standing  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

One  Major  James  Lusk  and  wife,  Sarah  Lusk, 
in  April,  1796,  led  a  company  of  people  consist¬ 
ing  of  about  25  from  South  Carolina  to  Liv¬ 
ingston  County,  Kentucky,  reaching  Salem, 
Kentucky,  May  2,  and  the  next  day  on  to  the 
Ohio  River,  their  ultimate  destination.  At  or 
before  that  time,  Pollard  had  disposed  of  his 
holdings  in  Kentucky,  including  the  Kentucky 
ferry  landing  to  Major  James  Lusk  on  payments 
to  be  made  as  agreed  upon;  and  Mr.  Clemens 
was  charged  with  collection  of  the  balance  due 
his  principal,  Pollard,  for  the  ferry. 

In  the  meantime  Gershom  and  his  family 
became  close  friends  of  Major  and  Sarah  Lusk, 
and  Major  Lusk  named  Gershom  Clemens  ex¬ 
ecutor  of  his  will;  and  upon  the  major’s  death 
in  September,  1803,  Clemens,  as  such  executor, 
settled  Lusk’s  estate  at  Smithland,  then  County 
Seat  of  Livingston  County,  Kentucky. 

After  Lusk’s  death,  it  is  said,  some  disagree¬ 
ment  arose  between  the  widow,  Sarah  Lusk,  and 
Gershom  concerning  the  operation  of  the  ferry, 
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in  which  Clemens,  with  a  gun,  objected  to  Sarah 
landing  her  ferry  on  the  Kentucky  side,  and  she, 
standing  ground  in  her  ferry-boat  with  a  gun, 
disregarding  his  threats,  landed  her  boat.  And 
tradition  says  that  Governor  of  the  territory, 
Wm.  Henry  Harrison,  was  a  passenger  on  that 
trip  and  in  reward  for  Sarah’s  courage,  gave  her 
ferry  franchise  across  the  Ohio  River.  It  is 
related  that  the  fight  between  Sarah  and  Ger- 
shom  as  to  the  ferry  went  on  for  a  time  until 
some  friends  of  hers  captured  the  boats  Clemens 
had  collected  and  took  them  across  the  river  to 
the  Illinois  side  and  hid  them  in  "devil’s  elbow” 
in  Lusk  Creek  until  Gershom  gave  up  the  con¬ 
test  and  Sarah  had  her  way. 

Later,  the  record  says,  Sarah  Lusk,  the  widow, 
on  April  2,  1805,  married  Thomas  Ferguson  and 
remained  his  wife  until  she  died  in  1830.

His  last  wife  was  Margueritte  Galaspy 
Trimble,  widow  of  James  Trimble,  whom  he

There  is  a  tradition  that  Gershom  Clemens 

married  a  second  wife  by  the  name  of  Sarah 
Lusk,  and  had  no  issue;  but  that  because  of  her 
cruelty  to  the  younger  children,  Robert  and 
Jane,  twins,  they  separated  and  were  divorced. 

But  inasmuch  as  Gershom  had  a  daughter  by 
the  name  of  Sarah  Lusk,  whose  life  history  re¬ 
mains  unknown,  and  also  when  it  is  considered 
that  after  Major  Lusk’s  death  in  1803,  and  that 
Gershom  and  Sarah  Lusk,  widow,  had  constant 
financial  and  business  relations  for  some  years, 
finally  ending  in  disagreement,  bordering  on 
open  hostilities;  and  also  when  it  is  known  that 
the  widow,  Sarah  Lusk,  in  1805  married  Thomas 
Ferguson,  remaining  his  wife  till  her  death,  and 
that  Sarah’s  daughter,  Sarah  Lucile,  married  B. 
Miles,  and  no  other  Sarah  Lusk  appearing,  this 
chronicler  believes  it  best  to  drop  the  traditional 
Sarah  Lusk  as  a  second  wife  of  Gershom. 

The  family  of  Gershom  Clemens,  and  their 
descendants,  both  sons  and  daughters,  who  lived 
in  Southwestern  Kentucky  and  Southern  Illi¬ 
nois  were  of  a  sturdy  type  of  citizen,  who  aided 
in  developing  the  country,  built  school  houses, 
churches,  cities,  and  highways.  They  were  law- 
abiding  citizens  and  believed  in  law  enforcement 
and  were  found  in  all  walks  of  life — agriculture, 
business,  and  the  professions — and  have  been  in 
the  vanguard  of  the  ranks  of  progress.
